“Tranalpine Hero,”’ Ahe Hollander at- 
tained an altitude from which lofty 
Alpine peaks would have looked like 
hills.

Wenmalon, who flew in a Farman bi- 
plane, reached frigid air currents that 


i froze the carbureter of his biplane’s 


motor. Then the gasolire was exhaust-

Complete master of the aeropiane, he 
descended as surely, as gracefully and 
as swiftly as does an eagle, swooping 
downward in wide circles, body and 
wings seemingly tense. pees 

At the summit of his upward course, 
Wynmalon was lost to the sight of the 
.¢nthusiasts on the aviation ground. 

At an altitude of 8200 feet he en- 
countered biting cold. His ears and 
aifingers were numbed and.an icy gale 
that lashed his face ‘checked and at 
times drove back the machine. Never- 
theless he continued to struggle up- 
ward. At @ height, of 2780 meters the 
motor stopped and Wynmalon found his 
fuel was exhausted.

The airman landed: safely, 
but thoroughly exhausted. 

Tells of His Suffering. 

“I suffered frightfully from cold when 
I got above 6000 feet,’’ .aid Wynmalon, 
describing his experience. “But I had 
no time to think of that when I 4dis- 
covered that my gasoline was gone. [ 
knew the descent would be a trem- 
dous strain on the machine, but I kept 
it as level as I could, guiding it ,in 
wide circles. While at a great height, I 
encountered contrary air current which 
bothered me greatly. Once out of 
them, it was a comparatively easy. mar- 
ter. I kuew I was safe unless the ma- 
chine went to pieces.” 

. Wynmalon has’ made some astound- 
ing flights by night.

Louis will reach $600,000 a. year; Quack- 
enbush said, if the McKinley System has 
facilities for making deliveries on its 
tracks between the river and Salisbury 
street and Twelfth street and-Lucas av- 
enue. “ 

Saving to ‘Factories. 
There are many large factories in the 
territory. traversed by the McKinley 
System’s cars in St. Louis, and these, 
Quackenbush says, will be glad to get 
coal for 20 cents a ton less than they 
must pay to have it shipped to them 
over the Terminal .monopoly’s tracks. 

The McKinley System, Quackenbush 
points out, is' in tompetition with all 
the East Side lines of the Terminal As- 
sociation, and its ratés can nev 
higher than theirs. . This guarantees 
that St. Louis always will be able to 
get its coal over the McKinley line as 
cheaply as East St: Louis gets its sup-- 
ply from the steam roads. 

The Tllinois. State Railroad Com- 
mission has fixed the maximum rate 
from the mines to East St. Louis. at 
42 cents, .but the steam roads are 
charging but 32 cents. An “arbi- 
trary” of 20 cents a ton is added to 
every ton of coal that crosses the 


Iriver to St.. Louis. 


Cars Are Ordered. 

In preparation for its traffic in 
coal the McKinley System has already 
ordered $100,000 worth of cars: These 
will have each a capacity of 40 tons 
and. will be built so that they may 
be dumped instantly. 

If the Municipal Assembly permits the 
McKinley System to -haul coal to 
Twelfth street and Lucas avenue and 
intermediate points, it {is thought that 
many consumers in the central and 
western parts of the city will have their 
fuel shipped over that road. This would 
save’ the costly .teaming that is now 
necessary to take the coal from the énd 
of the McKinley Bridge to other parts 
of the city.

A statement from Detroit says that 
the banks of that city are carrying 
very little automobile manufacturing 
paper, contrary reports notwithstand- 
ing. Kuhn, Loeb & Co. have just ad- 
vanced $15,000,000 to tha General Mo- 
tors Co. and the: Buick Co. as a sep- 
arate’ organization, has: just raised 
$2,500,000 in Boston and will put its 
full force to work by Thursday. The 
Hudson Motor Car Co. has just in- 
creased its capital from §100,000 to 
$1,000,000 ana the Cole Motor Car Co. 
announced a cash dividend of 80 per 
cent Saturday. . 

None of these facts indicate any- 
thing but activity and safety in the 
automobile business and the state- 
ment that there has been a large 
over-production during the year is 
belied by the fact that practically all 
of the 1910 lines are sold out and 
most of the manufacturerg are get- 
ting into 1911 lines—and the prices 
have not been cut, 

A statement made this week by the 
Packard Motor: Car Co. shows that 
their plant is in full operation; that 
it turneq out more cars in August 
than in any month in its history and 
that it has 6000 men employed and 
at work. There, was a shutdown of 
a few days in one department to per- 
mit others to catch up with it, and 
this was used by the automobile de- 
tractors as a basis for saying that 
the Packard factory was closed 
down. . 

Locally automobile buying is brisk 
and nobody is of the opinion’ that 
$1500. cars will be sold for $800—at 
least-not until they have been used 
four or five years.

The good ship Dougkhnaught, flagship 
of the Flying Squadron, wMdes easily 
at anchor in Kinloch field harbor, 
awaiting its aerial duel Saturday 
with the mosquito fleet of the 
Wright Bros., U. Ss. N. 

Longshoremen have been unable 
to make out the colors of the stran- 
ger in the offing. Little fear is felt, 
however, as the mosquito fleet has 
assured the Board of Strategy that 
bombs dropped from an altitude of 
1000 feet will quickly send the 
Doughnaught to the bottom. 

The plan of defense as now ut- 
lined by Roy Knabenshue, who is in 
command of the mosquito fleet, is to 
send Brookins, Hoxsey, Welch and 
Johnstone aloft next Saturday, each 
armed with 10 bombs. The project- 
iles will be dropped, aimed at an 
oval in front of.-the battleship as 
the target, from altitudes ranging 
from 200 to 1000 feet, not more than 
two bombs to be dropped in each 
flight across the target. The target 
will have warship dimensions of 580 
feet in length and 84 feet beam. It 
thug will be necessary for each avia- 
tor to drive his aeroplane. directly 
over the Doughnaught at least five 
times, 

Aviators” Fire te Be Returned. 
It is- apparent that the aviators, will 
meet a stubbern fee, as the dough- 
naught is armed with scores of aerial 
bombs, in addition to its main and 
secondary Datteries, with which the 
clouds will be shelled. when the mos- 
quito fleet sails into sight. 

In the event that the aviators suc- 
ceed in defending ‘Kinloch Harbor 
against the Doughnaught, 
Club of St. Louls has offered a special 
prize of $1000 to the aviator scoring the 
highest number of hits and points, the 
funnels being regarded as the most vul- 
nerable spots. The bombs will break 
as they strike the earth, sending up 
showers of mortar. 

The Deughnaught is only one of the 
many features that are to mark the 
aviation meet. In. addition to the fly- 
ers named, Le Blanc ig on the Atlantic 
bringing with him a monoplane, and 
wv. Clifford Turpin and Alex Ogilive, the 
latter of the Adto Club of England, are 
under contract to appear between Oct.

-The closing ef the meet will be the 
international balloon race for the Ben- 
nett Cup, te be sailed onthe after- 
hoon of Oct. 17 from the balloon grounds 
at Chouteau and Newstead avenues. 

For the biplane contests $25,000 in

That 
is nonsense. The ward heeler is @ bet- 
ter citizen than the man who refuses 
to enter the public servjce. There is 
no corruption in politics except what 
the business interests bring into the 


‘city, state or nation. 


Municipal Journal Proposed. 

“The city government means more to 
us than the national Government does. 
Yet we see the greatest number of vot- 
ers out for a national election, the sec- 
ond: greatest number at a state elec- 
tion and the smallest number at a 
municipal election. This fact has one 
‘good side, as it shows that the people 
have some sentiment jn their politics, 
and that it is not the dollar altogether 
that calls them to: the polls.’’ 

The. city will be authorized to publish 
a municipal journal and maintain a 
printing plant, after the charter is 
adopted, Lehmann said. This is ex- 
pected. to reduce the cost of the city 
advertising and give publicity to city 
matters which are not now reported.

1890, 
when he became the Democratic nomil- 
nee for judge of the. Supreme Court. 
He was elected and at the end of his 
term was unanimously renominated and 
again elected. He was not opposed for 
renomination before the primary ‘this 
year. 

Started in Governorship Race. 

Judge Gantt wae a candidate for the 
nomination for governor against Joseph 
W. Folk in 198, but withdrew before 
the convention. 

Among the members of the bar Judge 
Gantt stands high as a lawyer. * He 
has been industrious on the bench and, 
having had excellent health, has never 
been absent. from a. call of the docket 
during his 20 years as Supreme Judge. 
He is popular among the lawyers, ir- 
respective of politics, and is known for 
his urbanity to the young as well as 
te the older members of the bar. — ; 

A case of great importance decided 4& 
number of years ago by Judge Gantt 
is known as the Orient insurance case. 
Before this decigien insurance com- 
panies had insured property at a cer- 
tain* valuation and collected premiums 
on that valuation, but when the prop- 
erty was destroyed, payment was re- 
fused on the valuation in the policy and 
an effort made to show the. property 
worth less than policy valuation.

Ratiroad Right-of-Way

of the amount of the damages. Previous 
to this decision, courts had been per- 
mitting the railroad companies to com- 


‘pel plaintiffs to prove exactly which en- 


gine had set fire to the property and 
then the railroads would show that en- 
gine had a fine wire screen over: the 
stack which would prevent fire from 
leaving. the stack. :

PARIS, Oct. 1—James Speyer of Spey- 
er & Co., New York, bankers, who is 
also a member of a big establishment on 
the Continent, Hurope, in England and 
in Mexico, is here, having come from 
Scotland. He and Mrs, Speyer. have 
been in Europe three months, passing 
the summer abroad, as is thelr custom. 

In an interview today Mr. Speyer told 
the New York World and Post-Dispatch 
correspondent some of the impressions 
he had gained during his present visit 
and discussed generally the financial sit- 
uation in Europe and the United States. 

“J shall not talk politics,” safd Mr. 
Speyer. “As to finance in America, 
there is not much new in the situation 
except that since I came abroad good 
crop reports have helped to justify the 
feeling I had that in Burope thereis no 
jack of confidence in the future of the 
United States. 

“Over here our financial troubles are 
regarded as temporary and as affecting 
in no way the great future of the re- 
public. At home it was asserted that 
Federal supervision over our great cor- 
porations would rob us of the European 
market for our stocks and bonds. But 
I take exactly the opposite view. - 

“While too violent attacks on corpora- 
tlons and -the--exposure of isolated and 


individual corruption disturb some per-j 


sons over here, I am convinced that the 
supervision of American corporations 
by competent, honest men representing 
the Federal Government and without 
politiqal bias will give Europe more 
confidence. Then, Europeans will in- 
vest aH the more readily in such se- 
curities as have this moral guarantee 
of the United States behind them.”’ 

‘How do you explain the feeling in 
America of financial distrust, of lack 
of financial confidence?” asked the cor- 
respondent. 

No Lack of Confidence. 

*T do not consider that there is a 
general lack of confidence,’’ Mr. Speyer 
answered. “There has been a slack 
period in business because commodities’ 
values reached their high level. But 
while speculation has fallen off I look 
for an easy money market and a strong 
bond market in the near future. 

“That means that general financia) 
activity will be resumed, for the money 
that will be invested.in new issyes of 
bonds will be spent by the railroads in 
improving their properties, in buying 
rails and so on, and this money will 
stimulate industrial activity. 

“In my opinion a good bond market is 
the best sign of good times to come, and 
I believe we will have now a better bond 
market in Americh. 

“It seems probable, too, that the Dem- 
ocrats will make important gains at 
the November elections, but I do not ex- 
pect that this will have a disturbing 
effect on business.”’ 

“Have not manipulations by certain 
large money interests ineited -much of 
the financial. unrest in America, how- 
ever baseless it is?’’ asked the corre- 
spondent. 

No Bogus Scare. 

“No,” answered Banker Speyer, em- 
phatically. “I do not believe that any 
group of men in Wall street are, for 
their own purpose, consciously manufac- 
turing a sentiment of distrust, or fear, 
among the public. 

“The present generation of Aunties 
is learning to regard in a new light tiie 
relations between combinations of cap- 
ital and of labor on the one side and 
on the other side the Government, rep- 
resenting the whole people of the United 
States. 

“It is coming to be recognized in Wali 
street that it is better for all con- 
cerned that the Federal Government 
should have some contro] over the great 


He Counsela Wisdom. 
“Tt is better to have some honest, 


wise control.of corporations by the 
central Government, control by men, 
who are in the eyes of the whole na- 


can be relied on, than to submit to 
interference. by petty politicians in 
this or that state, 
work-for thelr own purpose. 

“Federal supervision of corporations 
means protection of them in a cer- 
tain sense, We are changing in 
America and this is one of thé 
changes which I believe is for the 
better.” 

Mr. Speyer is an ardent advocate 
of the better futures of city gov- 
ernment employtd in Berlin. He 
thinks it the best governed city in 
Burope and the world, 

“In America we need not adopt 
German municipal methods in ther 
entirety nor wrap our civic officials 
in the red tape so obnoxious to most 
Aniericans, but*“we can take from 
German cities some lessons which we

|MAN PAROLED AT 21 AFTER 
BEING IN PRISON Il YEARS 


MANSFIELD, O., Oct. 1—After sery- 
ing nearly half his life behind prison 
walis, Arthur Brown, 21, of Akron has 
been granted a parole from the Ohio 
State Refermatory. 

Brown entered upen his career of 
crime when he was barely 10 years old 
and was sent to the Boys’ Industrial 
School at Lancaster. He had only been 
free from that institution a few months 
when he was sentenced to the reforma- 
tory. Afte serving three years he was 
granted a parole. While on parole he 
was sent to the Ohio Penitentiary for 
larceny. 

When he conipleted a two and one- 
half year sentence at the penitentiary a 
few days ago he was rearrested at the 
gates and brought back to the reforma- 
tory fer violation of his parole, 








NAVAL OBSERVATORY SOON TO. 
FINISH CATALOGUE OF STARS 


Germany’s Offer to Furnish 
Scientists to Make Map ~ 


Stirs Americans.. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1—The United 
States Naval Observatory will soon have 
ready for distribution a catalogue ef all 
the stars in the Washington zone. The 
work of compiling it was begun half a 
century ago, before the Civil War, by 
Capt. M. F. Maury. The war interfered

Slot machines are to be found in 
nearly every bar in Memphis. Those 
forms of gambling where a layout is 
required, such as faro and roulette, 
are not now in operation, but dice and 
card games are common, 

HAT in some saloons women of 
7 supposedly good character drink 

and gamble is one averment “of 
a petition prepared under the direction 
of the Law Enforcement League. It 
was an action to abate 18 saloons as 
public nuisances, and was supported 
by affidavits of detectives and sworn 
to by a committee of the league; but it 
required the signature of Attorney- 
General Bstes, and he declined last 
Wednesday to sign it, on the ground 
that the proper procedure against the 
saloons was in the criminal courts and 
not by civil action. 

The bill in this case sets forth that 
illegal drinking saloons are being 
“openly, publicly, continuously and no- 
toriously’’ conducted, beth daily and on 
Sundays. Some close their front doors 
on Sundays, it recites, but on that day 
their trade is larger than during the 
week and is composed of a lower class 
of persone. 

Reference is made to the electric signs 
in front of saloons and it is stated that 
some of them have representatives in 
the streets asking passers-by to step in- 
side, They are public resorts, the pe- 
tition says, for drunkards, gamblers and 
vicfous women. 


Girls Serve Drinks 
and Minors May Buy

‘Whenever the State 
passes a law unpopular in certain coun- 
ties, it cannot be enforced. in them. 
This is illustrated by the fact that I 
can and do get convictions against dis- 
orderly roadhouses around Memphis for 
selling liquor, but the same juries 
would refuse to convict a Memphis sa- 
loon keeper, even if I could get an in- 
dictment. 

“Suppose a law was passed making it 
vnlawful to wear green ties. Every fel- 
low whose girl liked green ties would 
continue to wear them just the same 
and no jury would convict him. 

‘IT stand ready at any time to prose- 
cute any man in. Memphis who sells 
Vquor iNegally, and I. am ready te do 
ali in my power to get indictments, but 
lL can’t get them. You cannot enforce 
an unpopular law.” 

HE Rev. Dr. W. B. Thompson of

Hadley 
has squarely placed himself on record as against 
State-wide prohibition. Senator Stone, declaring 
his opposition to the prohibition amendment, has 
pointed out its violation of fundamental Amer- 
ican principles, and the disastrous results which 
would follow its adoption in the State of Mis- 
Bishop Tuttle of the Episcopal Church has 
publicly stated his conviction that State-wide 
prohibition is wrong and that the constitutional | 
amendment should be defeated. Leaders . like 
Gov. Folk, Archbishop Gleanon, Rabbi Harrison, 
the Rev. Drs. Nicholls, Bitting and others, are 
on record as opposed to constitutional prohibi- 
tion. : 

These men are doing their duty in expressing 
their convictions on this vital subject at this 
time when it is an issue and the voters of the 
State must decide it at the polls in November. 
But it is necessary to do more than merely ex- 
press convictioris for the guidance of citizens. 
Missourians should be informed fully of the con- 
sequenees of the adoption. of. the prohibition 
amendment. They should know precisely what 
they are doing when they vote on the question. 
They should know what materia! and moral re- 
sults would be wrought in the State by the adop- 
tion of a constitutional: amendment of such far- 
reaching import and effect. 

It is the duty-of every leader in the State, and 
of every man who aspires to leadership, regard- 
less of his opinions as to local prohibti- 
tion, the saloons, the evils of intemperance and 
the conditions of, the liquor tfaffic, to inform 
the people concerning the effect on property, tax- 
ation, business, the.material, moral and social 


| conditions in the State generally, and in differ- 


ent localities. 

It is particularly the duty, of the news- 
papers of the State, no matter what views they 
may hold on the question of prohibition in the 
abstract, or with reference to its application in 
their communities’ and counties, to give the 
| people complete information of its practical ef- 
fects. An essential function of the, press is to 
inform the public mind on all issues to be de- 
termined at the polls so that the people may 
act intelligently. Whatever may be the attitude 
of the newspaper on the question of prohibi- 
tion it is falee to its trust and derelict in its 
duty tf tt does mot tell its. readers ag exactly 
and fully as possible what the effect of. their 
votes will be, | 

No public leader, no editor of a néwspaper, | 
can evade this duty by pleading ignorance. Both 
the moral and material effects of State-wide pro- 
hibition on the ¢onditions in the State can be 
foretold with fair accuracy. 

We know ‘that in the cities of the State -.and 
in the districts where there is a majority against 
prohibition, the attempted enforcement of pro- 
hibition laws would be accompanied by intoler- 
able conditions, It would aggravate, not dimin- 
ish, the evils of the Mquor*traffic. It would de- 
stroy the whole system of saloon regulation, and 
thus encourage lawlessness; it would substitute 
the blind tiger and the underground den for the 
regulated saloons; it would promote graft, cor- 
ruption and vice in the ¢ities and towns. ‘ 

On the material side, the results would be ap- 
palling. It is only necessary to summarize the 
immediate disastrous effects upon property val- 
ues, population, wages, production and taxation. 

It would drtve out of the State plants and 
capital amounting in value to $140,000,000. 
It would wipe out annual wages to the amrunt 
of $9,000,000. It would stop rentals aggre- 
gating annually $4,500,000. It would stop 
annual expenditures for materials, supplies 
and operating expenses to the amount of 
$22,140,000. It would take from the rail- 
roads of the State, an annual revenue of about 
$4,000,000. A yearly expenditure of about 
$30,000,000 by interests connected with the 
manufacture and sale of alcoholic beverages 

The wages and salaries of about 195,000 
citizens of Missouri would be cut off. Not less 
than 425,000 Missourian men, women and 
children would be deprived in whole or in part 
of their means of living. 

The effect of these losses on property val- 
ues, population, business of all kinds, can be 
imagined. But, there is another side to this 
story of disaster upon which every citizen and, 
particularly, every tax payer should be informed. 

The amount of revenue received by the State 
itself and its cities and cownties from taxes and 
licenses levied wpon the manufacture and sale 
of alcoholie beverages aggregates $4,480,417.

MURDERS AND PARDONS. 





It is reported from Louisville that a man’ 


charged with murder, who has been evading 
Kentucky justice for 40 years by flight to the 
West, has been pardoned by Gov. Wilson on the 
ground that so long an exile from home has been 
in itself a sufficient punishment for »:the crime. 
Thus for the sake of an epigram and an easy 
compliance with a personal or a political friend- 
ship the law is mocked and justice defeated. 

Murder is a very common crime in many parts 
of this ‘country. The frequency with which it 
is committed has long been noted as one of the 
most appalling criminal tendencies of the time; 
while the infrequency with which it is punished 
has been a reproach to our law. District attor- 
neys do not like to prosecute, juries do not like 
to convict, judges do not like to sentence and 
supreme courts do not like to confirm sentence. 
When all these dislikes and obstacles have been 
overcome and some more than ordinarily atro- 
clous murderer has been brought under sentence 
to death; then, as like as not, a governor inter- 
poses and pardons 

Sock action oh the part of Gov, Wileen is not 
surprising. He has a pardoning record in mur- 
der cases second only to that of Patterson of 
Tennessee. He has pardoned everybody connect- 
ed with the murder of Goebel, both those who 
were convicted and those who fled from trial. 
Now he pardons another fugitive before trial. 
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‘AS VIEWED IN BOSTON, 
From the Boston Transcript. 

Nowhere at the present time is the threat of 
State-wide prohibition spreading profounder alarm 
than in the city of St. Louis. At the coming elec- 
tion. a constitutional amendment providing for 
such a policy is to be voted upon. That it should 
have reached this stage Is significant evidence of 
the sweep of the movement in that section. Should 
it prevail it would be the first time in many years 
since a city of the first class had been menaced 
with such a restriction. Long ago. Bostoh“experi- 
enced it, but the recollection of that experience 
for more than a generation has prevented a repe- 
tition of the scafidals and crimes of which that 
policy was the fruitful parent. 

But. preparation for a stiff fight has been made. 
A committee of 50, calling itself the “Citizens’ 
Defense Committee,” has been organized to carry 
on a vigorous opposition. The members of it 
represent the industrial, commercial, educational 
and professional interests of the city, but none 
is connected with the manufacture or sale of 
liquor and no aid from the liquor interests will 
be asked for. The campaign of the opposition 
will be carried over the State, but its metropolis 
would be the principal sufferer should this drastic 
attempt be successful. Perhaps no city of the 
country, certainly ‘none of its size, would be 
worse hit by State-wide prohibition than St. 
Louis. 

This committee gives 19 reasons why the amend- 
ment should be defeated, and while some of them 
seem to savor of extravagant prediction, there 
are force and fact enough behind them to make 
them worthy of the serious consideration of the 
voters of the city and State. * * * | 

The manifesto is further interesting as showing 
the extent of the brewing interest in that city. 
It says: “Not less than 130,000 persons in St. 
Louls, nearly one-fifth of the population, depend- 
ent directly and indirectly on the brewing and 
allied interests, would have to seek other means 
of livelihood,” or the ‘same means elsewhere. 
These are vested interests, built up with the 
sanction of city and State, and to summarily 
outiaw them would be little short in tts effect 
of practical confiscation. One of the principal 
causes of the recent political overturn in Maine 
was believed to be, and doubtless was, popular 
disgust with the hypocrisy and inefficiency of 
constitutional prohibition. Now, should it prevail 
in Missouri, it would be a curious exhibition of a 
lack of anchorage in. popular conviction. Almost 
anything can be made the basis of a political rey- 
olution these days.

There’s a protest which I commend 
most.earnestly to the attention of those 
“art for art’s sake’’ zealots,who haye 
so long and strenuously champloned the 
French capital as the one enlightened 
city which held art supreme above 4]! 
other things, including morals, good 
taste and even common decency. 


During this time of Mary Garden's 
triumph in Paris the London newspa- 
pers, stirréd perhaps-by Hall Caine’s 
shrill and vehement outcry against the 
quality of present-day dramatic criticism 
in the English capital, have themselves 
indulged in a study of this interesting 
topic, 

It seems to have been agreed that

make the drama worth while—and the 
drama flourishes when it is worth while 
to a public that pays its money to see 


‘plays that are worth while. 


In this same connection I rejoice that 
the noble Earl of Yarmouth is getting | 
his just deserts at the hands of those 
hapless London critic8 whose ill-starred 
fate it is to witness the stage perform- 
ances of which he is the central figure.

Terminal’s “Edifice at Eads 
Bridge Probably Will be 
Completed by April 


WORK BEGINS SOON 


All Trains, Both Through and 
Local, Will Stop There, 
Officials Say. 


Work is to begin at once on. the 
Terminal Raflway Association's new 
Washington avenue passenger station, 
the contractors expect to finish it 
by April L. The station will be of red 
brick and concrete, with white enam- 
eled brick on the interior, and it ‘will be 
fireproof. 

The building will adjoin EKads Bridge 
on the north, with a frontage toward 
the river of 4 feet and a depth of 66 
feet. There will be five floors and four 
decks or platforms, with waitihg rooms 
on each. 


The first floor will be for passengers} 


using the Wabash suburban trains, 
which are surface trains on the levee. 


“{fhe second floor will be for passen- 


gers on the elevated road on the levee, 
the third floor for passengers on all 


| trains using the levee, and the top 
[Rect will boven & level with the top of 


the bridge.

On the top floor there ’ be ticket 
offices and the other customary station 
conveniences, and there will be another 
ticket office on the ground floor. Sta- 
tion officials will have offices en the 
top floor. , 

‘There will be two elevators, each ca- 
pable of handling 20 passengers at a 
trip, and accessible from any of the 
entrances. There will be iron stairways 
heaides. 

In the waiting rooms there will be 
drinking fountains. 

Subways will be. provided to enable 
passengers to board trains on the bridge 


without having to cross the tracks. 


The train platforms will be — 
with safety gates. 

The new station is expected to prove 
a convenience especially for suburban 
shoppers, as ft will .make it easy for 
them to leave trains at the edge of the 
shopping district instead of going 
through the Union Station. 

All trainas,. through and local, will stop 
at the station. 

It was announced yesterday that the 
plans for the Compten avenue viaduct, 
to do away with the grade crossing 
there, had been completed, and that 
work on it would begin this fall. 


MOTHER'S GRAVE IN DESERT

Pioneer Fulfills Father’s Request

ROSEBURG, Ore., Oct. 1—With the 
bones of his mother ina narrow box 
tied to the pommel of his saddle, Henry 
Johnson rode into Roseburg at sunset 
cn theeway te his ranch in one of the 
small and isolated valleys of Southwest- 
err Douglas County. He had traveled 
over the old Boise-Kelton trail to keep 
& promise to his dying father that his 
mother's remains should rest beside 
those of her husband in the burial lot 
near their, present home. 

The Johnsons were traveling overland 
from Iowa to Orgon 20 years ago, when 
Mrs. Johnson died. Out on the desert, 
far from human habitation, the grief- 
stricken husband and son buried the 
wife and mother and marked the grave. 
A rough diagram of the surroundings 
was made and the two continued on 
their Way. 

When the elder Johnson was on his 
deathbed he asked his son to go to his 
‘mother’s grave and bring the remains 
to Oregon. The son chose to make the 
journey on horseback and was four 
months on the way.

DEPOSITS WILL BE ENORMOUS 

This means untold millions of: dol

will venture to predict. A faint ide: 
may be had, however, from the fac: 
that in the Philippine Islands, wher 
posta] savings banks are in operation 
the deposits last year averaged $11) 
to each account. 

At the same ratio, under Postmas: 


‘ter Akins’ estimate, there will be $11. 


310,000,000 on deposit in*the postal 
savings banks in the United States 10 
years hence. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose that the average account in this 
country will be materially greater 
than among the comparatively. poor 
people of the Philippines. 

Just when postal banks will be put 
into operation at the various postof- 
fices of the cduntry_is as yet un- 
known. At present the effotts of the 
Government are being devotéd to de- 
vising a system of accounting, rec- 
ords and receipts which will make 
the service satisfactory and effective 
and yet as simple as possible. 

_Contrary to the opinion expressed 
by bankers before the postal banks 
bill became a law, it is now believed 
that the business of the banks of the 
country will be increased rather tnan 
decreased by the postal savings -in- 
novation. This ‘has been the case in 
other countries, particularly in Great 
Britain, where postal savings banks 
were first put in operation. 

Although they were resisted. there 
by the banking interests with full: 
as much vigor as they were later in 
the United States, the posta] savings 
end the deposits in the regular pan's 
have grown side by side. The postal 
ban¥s have been in. operation in the 
United Kingdom for more than half & 
century. 


WILL TEACH “SAVINGS HABIT” 


One of the greatest benefits expect- 
ed of the posta! savings banks in the 
United States is that they will incul- 
cate thrift and-.engender the savings 
habit. This has been the case in all 
countries where they have been tried, 
oo in England more than anywhere 
else. 

In Austria, according to a recent 
report, 44 per cent of the depositors 
at the postoffices are children and 
students. Thus the savings germ 
finds a foothold at an early age and 
by the time the young depositors 
have reached an earning age they are 
trained to the habit of keeping a 
bank account. : 

This habit is, as any banker will 
assure you, a most difficult one to 
inculeate tnder ordinary commercial 
methods. anyone familiar with St. 
Leuls newspapers and billboards can 
scarcely have failed to wonder’ at 
tue large amount of advertising space 
devoted to inducing depositors to 
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‘Daily inquirere when the p @stal bank will open.’ 


Under the system proposed for the 
United States posta] banks it will be 
possible for one to accumulate sav- 
ings of as small an amount as 10 
cents. Accounts -will not be opened 
for less than a dollar,. but savings 
stamps will be on sale at all savings 
bank offices in denominations of 10 


cents, and when ten of these are 


pasted on a card and presented at the 
banking office, an account will be 
opened with a credit for whatever 
value the stamps represent if it equals 
or exceeds $1. 

Children are,expected to be the 
chief purchasers of these stamps, and 
thus they begin to save almost—and, 
according to the experience of many 
countries, actually—before they are 
out of long dresses.

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MILLIONS OF PENNIES DISAPPEAR ANNUALLY 


HAT becomes of the vast vol- 
VW ume of copper pennies, that 
are turned out each year by 
the Government? They are never 
called fh and redeemed like some 
kinds of currency and coins, but they 
seem to disappear as fast as they 
are stamped. and put in circulation. 
It is unusual if the date on any 
of the pennies in a man’s purse at 
the end of the day is over 10 years 
back, yet the Philadelphia mint, 
which coins all the copper pennies, 
sends out in some years as many 
as $1,000,000 worth of them to the 
trade centers—100,000,000  1-cent 
pieces. If laid flat, edge to edge,—in 


 @ row they would reach more than 


1000 miles. And still there are some 
sections of the country where the 
penny ig little known.

As a matter of fact, 
she was never suspected until her ex- 
cessive pride in her “work” caused 
her not only to make a confidante 
of several persons, but finally openly 
to assert that she was the mysterious 
highwayman who had been terror- 
izing the parish. At first she was 
not believed, but she soon furnished 
ocular proof to some of the doubting 
Thomases by appropriating from their 
persons sundry valuables. 

One of the matrons of the Ham- 
mond jail endeavored to learn some 
of the past History of Miss Wren, 
but was not altogether successful. 
The matron had been kind to the 
prisoner and must have touched the 
heart of the former outlaw, because 
instead of answering the inquiries 
with oaths, Miss Wren replied with 
a feeling that astonished the matron: 

“I won't tell you where I come 
from,” said Miss Wren. “It would 
do no good. You might tell some one 
and then it would be spread around 
and some nice people would be dis- 
graced. I have had a hard time of 
it. I believe I should have been a 
man. I have a man’s nature, but I 
have the weaknesses of women.

MISS WREN’S BOY ASSISTANT. 

In connection with the new high- 
way woman’s advertisement for a hus- 
band it is interesting to recall that 
about four years ago, just before 
she was sent to the penitentiary, 
Miss Wren was discovered to have 
obtained the assistance of an assist- 
ant—a, beardless youth who held her 
pistol at her victims’ heads while 
she went through them. Her vic- 
tims reported that the lad always 
called her “mother” end that the 
two were very solicitous about one 
another. ; 

When Miss Wren was arrested the 
youth was also captured. She said 
he was her son, but mafiy. per- 
sons doubted the truth of her state- 
ments because she did not appear 
old enough to have been the mother 
of a youth of his age. The lad 
went to the penitentiary with her 
and served two years also. 

He was pardoned a few days be- 
fore his sentence expired. in order 
that he might retain his citizenship. 
He is new located in one of the 
thriving small towns of the State, has 
reformed and is a respected citizen. 
Miss Wren knows of his whereabouts 
but refuses to discuss him. The only 
time she is known to have shed a 
tear was when a matron in the Ham- 
mond jail questioned her concerning 
the young man whom she called her 
son. . 

Two months ago, when it became 
noised about that a woman bandit was 
on the road again in St. Tammany 
Parish the report was received with 
incredulity. The men at the many 
saw mills i. the vicinity of Coving- 
ton laughed at the idea of a woman 
being able to hold up anyone. In 
several plants they placed mice in 
cages with a sign bearing an Inscrip- 
tion to the effect that the mice would 
be liberated if the woman bandit 
dared to invade the’ mill.

“When I get their figures I make 
my own allowances. Many of the 
men who send me their figures send 
tuem to the Government, too. But 
{ seldom use the figures just as they 
come to me. I have to make allow- 
unces for the pessimism of the farm- 
evs on a bad crop, and for their op- 
timism with a good one. There is 
quite a margin for discretion, and 
whatever success I have had is due 
to my care in weighing the human 
element as well as tne mathematical 
one. 

“Of course, it doesn’t always turn 
out right. Folks have said to me: 
‘Why don’t you try to forecast the 
Government report and ‘et it go at 
that?” What would be the use of 
That? 
ment is right, I like to be right, too, 
and sometimes the Government is 
wrong, and then I like to be right 
once more. 

“Once my forecast was seven points 
wrong. My customers stood by me 
through thick and thin, though every 
ring of the phone made me think that 
someone was calling up to discon- 
tiaue the service. Sometimes I think 
it is only luck. You may strive and 
slave and have everything go wrong, 
and then again you maye have one 
little bit of luck and find yourself in 
the seventh heaven of bliss.” . 

This was about all Miss Giles 
cared to say. But the people who 
deal in cotton around New York had 
a lot more to say. 

They told how she stands in the 
gallery of the Exchange when a big 
market is on to see how near her re- 
port comes to the Government’s, 
which starts prices one way or the 
other. And it is hard for her to 
keep her place quietly in the gallery 
—but then she-is only a woman mak- 
ing a living. 


They told how in the big market 
of 1904 she was the first to announce 


_that the crop would break all rec- 


ords. Long before the Government 
report was out, Miss Giles predicted 
14,000,000 bales. It was she, too, the 
year before that, who enabled Dan 
Sully to advance cotton from 9 ceits 
to 17T-2 cents on her report of a 
very short crop. 

She took her reports that fatal day 
to the offices of her clients personal- 
ly. They did not falter. 

A. J. Buston, the English expert 
and acknowledged peer of statistl- 
cians, made the crop 1,000,000 bales 
bigger than her estimate. Her clients 
did not falter. They cashed in. And 
well they might—in one year Miss 
Giles’ revort was just 8400 bales out 
of the way for the millions of bales 
throughout the country. 

Miss Giles begins her reports in 
May with the repo:t of the acreage 
sown. She.ends them in December 
with the amount of the crop har- 
vested. Then she quits work until 
the following May, going up to visit 
her folks at Nyack, N. Y., where she 
spends her Sundays, too. 

When ske is busy, however, during 
the cotton season, Miss Giles’ lives 
in Manhattan, where she has one of 
the finest libraries on cotton. its 
growth and manufacture, in the 
world. What’s more, she has certain 
trusted confidentia) agents through- 
out the South, who send her regular- 
ly samples of the new cotton as it is 
growing.

THE MYSTERY OF THE MARIE CELEST 


Most Recent Developments in the Story of the Vessel Found 
Crewless Under. Full Sail 


MONG all the tales of the sea, in 
fact or fiction, thé mystery of 
the Marie Celeste remains 

unique. The: main facts of the case, 
often repeated, have been specu- 
lated upon for 40 years’ without 
reaching a satisfactory solution. 

‘It will be recalled that the ship 
was found off the Azores in 1872 de- 
serted by all her crew and apparent- 
ly in perfect condition. All that is 
known of this baffling case may be 
quickly told. 

She had sailed from New York on 
Nov. 7, commanded by Capt. Benja- 
min §. Briggs. The captain’s wife 
and one small child were aboard. 

The ship carried a cargo of petro- 
leum, and that was found to be in- 
tact when the deserted brig was 
boarded, She was ohly 28 days out 
of New York when discovered, 
eating that her voyage across the 
Atlantic had been prosperous. 

The obvious theory that the ship 
had. been deserted in a storm weulc 
not seem tenable because the riggin ; 
cid. not indicate rough weather, and 
everything about the boat was found 
to be remarkably shipshape. In che 
cabin a sewing machine, used by the 
captain’s wife, was found with a 
piece of sewing still held beneath the 
needle. 

The toys which the captain’s child 
had been playing with were scat- 
tered about the floor. The captain's 
gold watch hung beside the cabin 
clock. 

Had there been mutiny the appear- 
ance of the cabin would have been 
different. A careful examination of 
the vessel failed to reveal any blood: 
stains or signs of violence of any 
kind, so that the theory of pirates

Although the early history of the 
Marie Celeste has been so widely 
published and discussed the second 
chapter of her remarkable career, 
which is no lees dramatic, is‘ almost 
unknown. On a subsequent trip the 
ship was loaded with a variety of 
shoddy merchandise, billed at exag- 
gerated prices, and deliberately run 
ashore and wrecked in the Caribbean 
Sea in order to collect the insurance. 


This remarkable sea mystery was 
discovered and proved in ¢ourt by 
Arthur N. Putman, a New York ap- 
praiser, who is a veritable Sherlock 
Holmes in ferreting out sea myster- 
ies. Mr. Putman conceived his sus- 
picions from some letters relative to 
the insu ance which passed through 
his hands. 


Although the case was so rare as 
to seem improbable. . Mr. Putman 
made the trip to the scene of the 
alleged shipwreck under very trying 
circumstances, donned a diving out- 
fit and «xplored he wieeck himself, 
and secu'ed valuable evidence by in- 
terviewing natives and local offi- 
cilals in this remote section who had 
been in any way connected with the 
crime. From these investigations 
Mr. Putman prepared his case, re- 
turned to New York and started a 
search for the original crew. then 
widely scattered. Through indefa- 
iigable efforts the captain and crew 
were finally rounded up and tried. 


It was @ clear case of barratry, as 


developed in the trial The Marie 
Celeste had been loaded with a re- 
markable variety of worthless stores, 
There were many berrels of. fi 


cases of wine whith had been jong 
discarded. 

The ship was piled up on a reef 
some distance off shore on a per- 
fectly clear day, with the sea unusu- 
ally calm. It was shown in court 
that the mate, who was at the wheel. 
reported to the captain several times 
that they were off their course. The 
captain told hir to obey orders and 
keep quiet. 

When the ship finally struck the 
captain ordered .the crew to cut 
away the mast, to lend dramatic ef- 
fect to the shipwreck story, while 
grog was handed out freely to all 
on board. Thereupon the crew quiet- 
ly rowed ashore and reported. the 
loss to the authorities. 

The scene of the shipwreck wes 
well chosen. It was extremely re- 
mote, and necessitated a journey by 
horseback of several days from the 
nearest port. Mr, Putman made the 
trip, nevertheless, in running down 
his clews, and by very skillful de- 
tective as well as legal work per- 


fected his case; In the end the jury - 


disagreed because one man could not 


see bis way to imposing the death 


sentence upon the captain. . 

As to the original mystery of the 
Marie Celeste, ro one is perhaps bet- 
ter prepared than Mr. Putman, from 
his lobg experience and ingenuity in 
seafaring matters, to draw conclu- 
sions from this very baffling evi- 
dence.

Next to New 
Orleans, the Veiled Prophet is the 
coldest potentate of his kind to make 
an annual autumn visit to a city, and 
since then other Western cities have 
induced certain other prophets to 
show themselves to like purpose. 

For 31 years the Veiled Prophet 
has been loyal to his people of St. 
Louis. In the first years of his an- 
nual visits he left his den, some- 
where near the corner of Twelfth 
and rket streets, and the praces- 
sion ended at the Merchants’ Ex- 
change. There was no Queen in 
those days. But the Prophet always 
chose the prettiest girl in the throng 
to dance the first quadrille with him, 
and hearts fluttered until a herald 
wended his way through the throng 
of beauty and led her out.

The city is 
most impressive and wonderful as it 
is spread out below your eyes, but the 
individual buildings and towers, the 
broad streets and beautiful parks lose 
much of their beauty. 

“The most prominent part of a 
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Louis, So let’s have the birdmen look 
the city over for us and not only 
show us how it looks, but tell us 
what sensations they have when look- 
ing down from a great height. 

“But,” you protest, “no aviator ever 
has flown over the metropolis. Cur- 
tiss went down the Hudson from Al- 
bany when he won the World’s prize: 
That’s the nearest anyone ever came 
to seeing how New York looked from 
an aeroplane.” 

Oh, it is, is it? 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch has dis- 
covered another way of getting “as- 
seen-from-an-aeroplane” pictures. S. 
Rodman Law took them. “Aerial 
contractor,” his cards read. He is 
a daring young steeplefack who has 
climbed to the very top of some of 
the tallest flagpoles on the very top 
of the tallest buildings; hung over the 
button on top of the flagpole on top 
of the building, pointed his camera 
downward and snapped it. And there 
you are—realistic aeroplane pictures. 

From this point in the air you get 
an entirely new angle of vision. The 
tapering flagpole looks far bigger at 
the top than it does at the bottom. 

“The thing that impressed me most 
sddly,” says Glenn H. Curtiss, “of all 
odd aeroplane sightg was the face of 
a cow: looking up as I looked down. 
You get many strange impressions 
from ap aeroplane. The buildings 
don’t look to be high at all. Then 
when you are up any considerable 
listahce the streets narrow until they 
tre all but lost between the buildings. 
The people, particularly the women, 
look very funny. About all you real- 
ly gee are the bie hats. The rest is 
lost between them.” 

J. C. Mars, the daring young avi- 
ator who races with trains and auto- 
mobiles quite as unconcernedly as 
though he was on the ground instead 
of being a thousand feet or so in the 
air, delights the spectators quite as 
often by waving his hand to them as 
_ goes fivinge rest, but it isn’t be 

use he has picked out some particu. 
He friend in the throng and wants to 
acknowledge his salutes. To the bird- 
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lofty skyscraper, viewed from the top 
of its flagpole, is the pole itself. One 
of the pictures I caught with my 
camera shows this exactly. The pole 
is actually smaller at the top than 


at the bottom, but to the man on top. 


and to the camera the top seems 
larger than the base. To the camera 
the upper part of the pole, which you 
may span with your fingers, looks as 
big around as a barrel. The wide 
streets, too, that are the boast of the 


Scities, are mere ribbons of white, 


stretching off between interminable 
rows of buildings; and the parks, the 
acreage of which is told proudly by 
the residents, seem mere plots of 
grass and trees. 

“If all the bicycle policemen had 
their stations on the top of flagpoles 


port'a single case of speeding. Auto- 
mobiles that are fairly rushing 
through the streets, and trolley cars 
that are moving fasf, seem from the 
top of a flagpole scarcely to be mov- 
ing, and pedestrians seem/ only to oe 
crawling.” 

Like .the sri sage 9c ot the West 
that claims to bt able to ride any- 
thing with hair oa it, so Mr. Law 
claims to be able to climb anything 
with a rivet in it. For years he ad- 
vertised in the papers for dangerous 
work that no one else would do. And 
he was surprised to find how many 
places there really were that men 
would not go. 

“With a hoisting hook, my hands 
and my feet, I think I can.get to the 
top of anything that has ever been 
built,” said Mr. Law, “When they 
build these great chimneys they usu- 
ally provide either a ladder or a wire 
to enable painters from time to time 
to get to the top, but occasionally the 
wire, weakened by the elements, is 
unable to stand the strain of*lifting 
a man, so before the owners of the 
chimneys can get it painted they 
have to get someone to go up to the 
top and rig a new wire. 

-“It might sound like a difficult 
task to go to the top of one of these 
big round steel chimneys without 


even a wire to haul yourself up, but 


it isn’t. All those chimneys are buiit 
in sections, each fitting into the other 
and leaving a small clutch-hold at 
the end of each section. With a hook 
and a chain I can get up the chim- 
ney almost as easily as as I can go up 
a pair of stairs. 3 

“About the most exciting experi- 
ence I ever had, though, was while 
doing some work on one of those 
chimneys. There were two of them, 





about seven feet apart at the top. 
They were close to 250 feet high, and 
the boisting wire had broken, I got 
up to the top all right, but when | 
tried to get across to the next chim- 
ney I found there was no way ex- 
cept to go down to the ground and 
climb up again or to jump. So I 
jumped. I.landed all right, and ev- 
erything would have gone well had 
not the riyets“holding the top sec 
tion of thé chimney, a piece five feet 
high, been rotted by the weather. 
The moment my feet struck the top 
of the chimney the section gave way 
beneath the weight and went crash- 
ing to the ground. I saved myself, 
however, by clutching the top of the 
next lower gection and hanging on.
